Albany economic 
profile charted 


ALBANY — Albany’s 
socio-economic “profile’’ is 
largely shaped by its nearly 
300 poverty-striken families 
and more than 600 un- 
employed residents. 

The “profile” has been 
develo) by government 
officials who are determin- 
ing the future distribution of 
public employment and so- 
cial welfare funds to this 
city. 

Calculations include the 
local poverty rate, the un- 
employed rate, the numbers 
of divorced women with and 
without jobs, the per- 
centages of minorities and 
many other factors. 

The governing agency re- 
sponsible for distributing 
the largesse is the Alameda 
County Training and 
Employment Board and the 
Associated Community Ac- 
tion Program, with olfices 
in Hayward. 

Albany Councilman Mike 
Gleason is a member of the 
board of “ACTEB-ACAP.” 


A public hearing was held 
pecently in the Albany city 
hall where the emerging 


profile was discussed. 

Harry Zollinger, a rep- 
resentative of the organiza- 
tion’s Manpower Council, 
attended. 

A joint hearing for many 
cities in the survey area has 
been scheduled for Monday 
at Hayward’s Centennial 
Hall, with Albany invited to 
send representatives. 

The Albany profile, partly 


based upon the U.S. Census 
figures, indicates that 
nearly 300 families are 
poverty-striken, with the 
poverty yardstick varying 
according to circumstances. 

For example, a family of 
four is a — family” if 
its annual income is $5,500 
or less. 

Albany has a total of about 
4,300 families and a total 
population of about 16,000 
according to the profile re- 


port. 

There are about 1,400 Al- 
bany residents who are con- 
sidered poverty-striken. 

The profile’s unemploy- 
ment rate is about eight 
percent, meaning about 600 
persons were without jobs at 
all times, partly due to the 
fact that the city has a 
shortage of major indus- 
tries. 


In addition, more than 17 
percent of the city residents 
are over 65 years of age. 

And 25 percent of the 
poverty-striken residents 
are over 65. 

The report indicates that 
the ethnic breakdown has 
more than 80 percent white, 
about eight percent 
Spanish-American, nearly 
four percent black, about 
three percent Japanese, 
about two percent Chinese, 
plus some Filipino, Native 
American, Hawaiian and 
Korean. 

The report also lists 
nearly 2,000 unmarried

Albany MVD in lieu 
tax totals $12,000 


SACRAMENTO —State Controller Kenneth Cory today 
reported distribution of $12,048 to the City of Albany as the 
November apportionment of state-collected “‘in-lieu” 
motor vehicle license fees. 

Alameda County received $671,507, Berkeley, $88,335, 
Emeryville, $3,182, and El Cerrito, $19,503, Contra Costa 
County received $356,363. 

Statewide $25,653-256 was distributed to cities and coun- 
ties. 

The distribution represents the cities and counties share 
of license fees and other revenue deposited in the Motor 
Vehicle License Fee Account during October, 1976. 

The State excise tax at the rate of $2 per $100 of market 
value takes the place of local property tax on motor 
vehicles, Except for that portion withheld to cover ad- 
ministrative costs, the money is returned to local gov- 
ernments which may use their shares for general pur- 


poses. 

Half of the distribution went to-the cities and half to 
counties in the proportion that the population of each city 
or county-bears to the population of all the cities or 
counties in the State. Distribution is based on the 1970 
Federal Census as adjusted to reflect new incorporations, 
annexations, special censuses and State Department of 
Finance estimates.

LOS ANGELES — De- 
creasing local property tax 
rates when assessments 
rise by more than the nor- 
mal rate of nationwide infla- 
tion is one measure realty 
groups may be pushing for 
next year.

, In order to accomplish 
' this, Blank said, the state 
Realtors’ organization is 
dedicated in 1977 to work 
with local government in an 
effort to stem the increase in 
local government expendi- 
tures. 


“We will request city 
councils, boards of super- 
visors and directors of spe- 
cial assessment districts to 
look at their overall budgets 
for 1977,’’ the president- 
elect said. 


“Additionally, we would 
hope these governmental 
bodies would seek to a 
minimum required by the 
normal cost of living in- 
creases,” Blank stated. 


The president-elect, who 
assumes office January 1, 
emphasized that CAR has a 
special committee working 
on overall tax reform. 


“The objective of this 
committee is to insure that 
homeowners and tenants 
(who must pay rent based 
on tax increases) are not 
saddled with the major por- 
tion of the cost of operatin| 
local government,” Bla: 
said. 


As property values rise, 
assessors must increase the 
assessed value of property, 
Blank said. In fact, he ad- 
ded, they are mandated by 
law to do so. 


Blank suggested that city 
councils and boards of 
supervisors decrease the 
tax rate when assessments 
rise by more than the nor- 
mal rate of country-wide in- 
flation.

There arerelatively small 
numbers of unmarried and 
divorced women raising 
young children. 


The report takes notice of 
the numbers of young 
people aes 16 to 21 who are 
not enrolled in schools, both 
employed and unemployed. 
The totals are about 300 for 
girls and more than 100 for 
the young men. 


About 100 school dropouts 
are listed among the un- 
employed, along with more 
than 2,500 older unemployed 
residents who did not 
graduate from high school. 


Median educator levels 
for both white, black and 
Spanish-American resi- 
dents are somewhat over 12 
years, and “other races” 
median education level is 
listed at 15 years.
